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MEDICAL MEN BAFFLED.

Curcaco, Dec. 4.—The city of Eigin, some 
forty miles west of Chicago, is greatly ex.-ited 
by the sppearance in that vicinity of a 
strange disease, the first Known case of 
which terminated fatally on Friday last. The 
facts are as follows: On Fritlay week Mrs. 
C. W. Daniele, a lady 22 years pfage, who was 
marricd 4otwo §86years «= ands gave 
birth to a child cleyen months since, 
was prostrated by what seemed at 
fist to be premonitory symptoms of 
typhoid fever.. She had not been very well 
for some time previous,.but gothing serious 
was anticipated until Sunday, when she was 
compelled togske to her beda@nd place her- 
self under medical treatmesgt, She com- 
plamed of pains im her bones énd soreness in 
ber flesh. Nothirg very unusua’, however, 
was observed until Sunday morping, when the 
milk frem ber breast atiracted attention by ite 
dark color, it looking like the wastings of an 
ink-bottle. Submitting the.miik to a mero- 
ecopic examination, it was found to contain 
immense pumbers of avimaicule, different in 
size ard shepe from apy buman parasite 
of which the attending physician had ever 
seen or heard, They seemed to be somewhat 
hexagonal jm form, and lopger one way than 
the other, They did not seem to have avy 
head, but were evyNMently alive, judging from 
the way in which they moved about, Their 
size was estimated by the doctor as varying 
from the one hundred thousacdth to five 
hundred thousandth of an inca im diameiei. 
The power of the microscope usel varied 
from 150 to 800 diameters, the former power 
beipe required to make the insect visible. 
‘They were not trichina, as the doctor was 
well acquaimted with that form of parasite, 
ard this new kind was much smaller and of 
an entirely different shape. 

‘The authorities were searched, but none of 
them gave avy clew by which they could be 
identified, and the doctor and those with 
whem be consulted were compelled to be- 
lieve that they bad discovered a new specics 
of human parasite. In the meantime the pa- 
tient grew worse. She suffered terribly, and 
compisined of soreness all over her body. 
Nothing could be dove to relieve her. Sve 
could pot beur a bath, and cou'd hardly bear 
to be touches. She lingered ig agony until 
the »fternoon at 1 o'clock, when she died. 

There was some reason at fimt to believe 
that the parasites were Lhe product of some 
disease of the breast, and were confined to 
that locality. The doctor determined to test 
the matter, and, anticipating her death, he 
was prepared to do so. Five minutes after 
life was extinct, and while the body was still 
Warm, he made an incision in the calf of the 
leg, and, drawing the lancet, examined the 
moisiufe which covered it. He found three 
of the purashes, only one of which was 
alive. They were similar in all respects to 
those found in the fluid taken from the 
breast. Hethen dissected the tibiatis arteries 
muscle of the leg, including a small portion 
of the surronnding flesh. The muscle pre- 
sented a granular appearance, as if covered , 
with graive of sand. bese grams the doctor 
presumes were parasites, 

The investigations were conducted by Dr. 
Clark, assistea by Dr. Trrre!, and peithe: of 
them, por any of the faculty who have been 
eeked their opinion, are able to explain the 
presence of what they term a parasitical phe- 
nomin®, Fusther examination of the wus- 
cles will be made, and it is exoected that some 
light wili be shed upon what is nowa my-tery. 
Lne physicians think that the parasites oc- 
essioned death, if they were not the 
immediate cause; for while some of 
the symptoms of typhold remained 
to the erd, they were aggravated by t!e paiss 
avd soreness and throbbing especially, and 
dceeth came sooner ard more suddenly than in 

cases of unmistakable typhoid. The baby 
had been pining for some time before his 
mother took sick, but as soon as he was 
weaned he recovered his health and is now 
more robust than ever. He was not weaned 
unti! bw mother was. congihed to her bed. 
The doctor reports that he examived the 
child's blood, whick was perfectly healthy.

Prevost-Parade! on the War. 

The suicide of M. Bresson, Louis Pat. 
IPre’s Minister to Madrid and the suicide 
of M. Prevost-Parapo., Louis Napo- 
LEON’s Minister to Washington, respect- 
ively preceded immediately the overthrow 
of those monarchs; and this striking co- 
incidence has caused a good deal of spec- 
ulation as to the influence which the im- 
pending dynastic calamity probably ex- 
erted in either case upon the ominous 
tragedy preceding it. M. Bresson was 
undoubtedly exasperated at the obstinacy 
and fatuity of Louis Puuiirrg, but we 

have no reeord of the gloomy anticipa- 
tiops thus excited in the mind of the Min- 
ister. Inthe voluminous writings of Pre- 
vost-PaRapDoL, however, there is abund- 
ant evidence that he had foreseen and 
predicted the course ef events, and that his 
suicidal depression was probably produced 
by a clear vision of the consequences of a 
mismanagemcnt which he was powerless 
to alter. He saw his predictions, made 
years before, about to be fulfilled without 
adequate preparation on the part of France, 
and that he was, partially and incidentally 
at least, responsible for the situation of 
affairs, 

M. PREVOsT-PARADOL was one of those 
eagacious and brilliant publicists of whom 
France has produced a larger and more 
dazzling line—including the names of Pas- 
CAL, VOLTAIRE and CHATEAUBRIAND— 
than any other nation. As the most 
formidable of the hberal writers whose 
keen and polished irony was the dread of 
the Second Empire, he owed the latter no 
solicitude. His position’ at Washington 
was due to NAPOLEON’s experiment in 
parliamentary government and the pro- 
fessed liberalism et the OLLIVIER Ministry. 
In his journalistic writings, for which he 
bad been fined and imprisoned by the Em- 
peror, he had proved that his devotion was 
to France and not to the dynastic interests 
of her ruler. It was anxiety for the situa- 
fion of the former that oppressed him, and 
how well he understood that situation is 
manifest from the startling fulfillment of 
his predictions. 

As the downfall of his uncle commenced 
with the attempt to impose a puppet king 
on Spain, so the recent misfortunes ot 
Louis NAPoLEoN are traceable to bis in- 
terference in Mexico. His hands were so 
full of this doomed enterprise that he sac- 
rificed to it his English alliance, and re- 
jected. the overtures of RussELL and 
PALMERSTON when they proposed joint 
action in behalf ot Denmark. He left them 
no alternative but to back out from the de- 
fiance with which they at first confronted 
the Austro-Prussian alliance in the Schles- 
weig-Holstein question. He may hare, 
thought this a good opportunity to punish 
the refusal of England to accept his pro- 
posal of joint action in the case of Polanc 
the year before; but, whatever th 

motive, he, then and _ there, w 
guilty of the oversight which 
PREVosT-Parapdou declared would inevit- 
ably lead to a war between France and 
United Germany. In the alliance of Eng- 
land and France, impossible except on the 
broad and general ground of European in- 
terest; M. Prevost-Parapow placed the 
best security for European repose and 
progress. Theisolation of England in the 
Denmark question, led directly to the de- 
struction of the old German Bund, the 
effacing of Austria as a German power, 
and the confronting of France with the 
North German Confederation and the 
northern and southern German military 
alliance. He foresaw these cousequences, 
and that their consummation would bring 
the old enmities of the French and Ger- 
mans into deadly collision.

false greatness which consists in making 
perpetual encroachments on our neighbors, 
or keeping them contmually on the qui 
vive, and enjoying thew inquietude as a 
tribute of due deference to our assumed 
supremacy. We have become intoxicated 
with this barren and pernicious pleasure, 
and we never could forgive those of our 
sovereigns who negiccted to purvey it for 
us,” 

If such is the spirit m which France re- 
gards the failure ot Lours NarpoLzon— 
and there is every reason to believe it— 
nothing will prevent the restoration of his 
dynasty but the success of the Provisional 
Government in the war of defense against 
the armies occupying France. If that de- 
fense is crushed, France will have no 
spirit,even if she has the disposition, to 
resist a restoration, and Germany, with 
her dread ot revolutions, will probably 
pursue a very crafty and hostile policy, in 
taking measures for the restoration of a 
ruler whose European prestige is de- 
stroyed, who is notlikely soon to trust the 
fortunes of his dynasty to the rude shocks 
ot a German war, and who is yet the only 
man known to possess the power to main- 
tain orderin France.

fhe Retations of Business Men to Nae 
tional Legislation. 


Among the many practical essays read 
by practical men at the last meeting of the 
Sovial Science Association in Philadelphia 
was one with the above title, so important 
and so eminently practical that the Boston 
Board of Trade have published it for gen- 
eral distribution. We wish there were 
space in our columns for it entire, but we 
must be content to give a few extracts. 
The author speaks at length upon the pre- 
dominance of lawyers in our legislative 
halls, and some of the consequences iney- 
itable to such a condition of things, but 
asserts, what all good men believe, that 
the real danger to out country lies in the 
far greater number of mere mercenary 
politicians and office-holders, who exert 
such an undue imfluence in Congress, and 
who, if in an official capacity they are 
brought at length to take up questions of 
pressing commercial importance, are likely 
to do this from unworthy motives, and, 
feeling no deep sympathy for the cause in 
behalt of which they are called to legis- 
late, will probably content themselves with 
temporary, superficial and half-way meas- 
ures. Hence the chief reason why there 
is so much difficulty in securing wise legis- 
lation in behalf of interests which are 
vital to the best and broadest prosperity ot 
the country, but which do not appear to 
be demanded by party considerations or 
to be necessary to party success, In speaking 
ot some of the aciual needs of the country, 
he says: 

Our business men desire a thorough examina- 
tion of our LeVigation iawsand other commer- 
Chal StaiUles (bacted Ip years long past, and ask 
tha’ a commercial policy be devi:ed and adopted 
“hick shali be broad, exible, lioeral, and com- 
prehensiv:; free trom a:| suspicion of secitonal- 
im, recegpiz.d in lis eocontial principles by 


both p litical parties, ana worthy of t:ausmis- 
s‘ou from one admiulstra!ioa to @nother. 


And to such earnest words all the peo- 
ple say amen. To secure such a policy it 
is not enough that busimees men should 
attempt to explain their views to Con- 
gressmen by letter, or even to attempt 
personal interviews, in competition with 
protessed lobbyists, at Washington, where 
they must explain themselves briefly and 
hurriedly, liable to misconception, and 
subject to indifference and rudeness. But,. 
to quote again: 


We must send a larger number of rougbly- 
truineo, firsi-ciass business men t nongy tn 
especially to ‘he lower branch, than we hare’ 
becD inthe habit of doling. Why intrust the 
weilare of sixteen hunored bank: to men to 
whom we wouid not couflde the manazement of 
any ove ofthbem? Why piace the well-being of 
our whole manufacturing system in the hands of 
men whom we would not put in charge of a sin- 
gie milli? Why send men to frame our navigation 
policy whose advice we would not accept in ref- 
erence (0 the mode! of a ship, or the merits of a 
s¢a captain or mat«? Why charge men with the 
transportation tnterests ofa continent who would 
be utterly imcompetent to manage one of our 
shortest railway lines? Lt us not be misunder- 
stood, We do rot desire Wo see the halis of Con- 
gress occupied exciusively oy the commerciat 
cias:; We would simply recur to the o:iginal idea 
of the framers of the Constitution, that the rep- 
1esentative bedy sbonid consist ia th: right pro- 
portion of membd-rs of the learned professions, 
butiness Men and egriculturists. 


Attention is also called to the represen- 
tation in the English Parliament of the 
great manulacturing and commercial cities 
of Great Britain by their wisest and best 
business men, and an appeal to our own 


'Ithirty or forty milliemmet us who do, 


similar constituencies, to be likewise rep- 
resented, is earnestly made. He suggests 
that the various local Boards of Trade and 
Chambers of Commerce should agree 
among themselves in reference to the man 
or men best fitted to act upon commercial 
questions in Congress, and insist upon their 
nomination and election, withholding oth- 
erwise the funds that they so largely and 
treely contribute for party purposes. The 
result that he pictures as following such a 
course is a brilliant but doubtless a correct 
one. He says: 


Buch a body of business men upon the floor of 
Congress would do more than shape fnanctal 
and commercial tegistation; they would prove 
i\bemselves competent to deal with the various 
eocial ana politica: questions which would come 
before th abd especially they would give 
powerful s rtto every wise measure of re- 
form. They would closely scrutinize the expenses 
of the Governmen’, and they would be unspar- 
ing in their treatmert of allabuses. They would 
be as vowtiling to accept perquisites as to wieid 
patronage; they would, therefore, s ily 
avolish the fraakthg privilege, _— they would 
seek to redeem the Civil service m the 
tummating contact of party BoM They 
wonla trame te wer laws, perhaps, but tois might 
be no calamity. Fewer losg speeches would ve 
made than at present, and fewer still would be 
printed: but more work would be gone, and tna 
sporter tine. Ina word, these men would insist 
BpoD en honest, economical, inte)livent, and faith- 
ful auministration of the Government tn ali its 
branches; and they would infuse toto ali some- 
wht Of the vitaliy and <«fiictlepey which char- 
their own warehouses and coun ing- 


ge" In reference to the President's treat- 
ment of ex-Secretary Cox, the fnends of 
the lattér now say that Gen. GRANT was 
“culty of extreme duplicity in the whole 
business.” This is no doubt true, as the 
President seems habitually to regard ex- 
treme duplicity as at least a part of his 
business in all things.

improving the capal, which bas been going on 


since July last, hes been a stupendous one, and 
the general public have but little idea of i's 
Dature. On the 38th day of July last General 
official notification that the ap- 

to carry on this work had 


airangements for having the work done. Tre 
entire work was let In five contracts, and a 
period of five months, 1. ¢., to December 
ith was given for its compietion, taking 
tro consideration the stage of water. etc. The 
weather bas been unusually favorable, and the 
work bas been done in a manner highly credit- 
able to Gen. Weiizel and Capt. Lockhart, and 
satisfactory to the dtrecters by whom it ts c n- 
trolle¢. Asmany persons interested in this work 
khow but little of its management, a few words 
relative thereto will be of Interest. 

In the winter of 1842, the Legialature amended 
the cbharier of the canal company so as to em. 
power its directors to purchese the indiy 1 
stcck held in the company. On the succeeding 
4ih of July, those stockholders «ccepted the 
ametided the stock, 


"for which they paid $150 for-every $100 share. To 


this end they appropriated the net income of the 
cenal. The entire revenue of the canal was in 
this way expended till 1854, a pertod of twelve 
years. During that time, the Secretary of the 
United States Treasury was constantly advised 
as to their movements, and the 
final purchase was made he requested the five 
divectors to accept each one share of the steck, 
having the remaiping pine hundred and nisety- 
five shares to the United States Gevernment, and 
accept the entire control of the improvement. 
Thus the matter continued to stand until the year 
1860, when the question of the enlargement of 
the canal became an imperative one, when the 
Goverpment ceded to these five stockholdets all 
its stock in the canal on the sole condition that tt 
should not be called upen to aid tn its enlarge- 
men t. 

The canal, with these improvements, has been 
re pestedly offered to the Goverement, which has 
on every occasion to accept it. It is 
therefore under the sole control of this Boara of 
Direct o: 8. 

The low-water dam at the bead of the falls and 
the apron Cam improving the entrance to the 
cunal vere made io the summer of 1868. Gen. 
Weitze) made a pumber of surveys with a view 
to furtber Improving the falls and making a dam 
aroutd them. In his report he gave the esti- 
mated cost of making a eanalon the Iodiana 
side and aiso for the completion of the old Louis- 
ville and Portiand canal. The latter was deem- 
ed more practicable, and, in accordance with his 
mcemmendation, an appropriation was made by 
Congress, although ata late day, for the widen- 
ipa of the old canal. He asked for $350,000, 
which would enable him to make the necessary 
excavations, sO that the larger boats could pass 
through the canal, trusting that, 
al the next session of Congress. an 
appropriation sufficient tO build the retaining 
Weils and complete the excavations would be 
made. Congress was slow in making the appre- 
priacvion last «pring, and the result was that the 
work was not commenced in time to complete it 
this year. Had the appropriation been made at 
the time General Weitzel asked for it, early in 
ihe year, there would bave been time before the 
clore of the season to complete the widening of 
the canel. But General Weitzel didn’t have offi- 
cia] notice that the appropriation had been made 
until the 18th of July. The canal company was 
vot willing to close the canal without having 
given due notice, and this caused a delay of 
thirty days, so tbat it was about the 24th of Au- 
gust when the work was actually begun. 

General W. knowing that, eves in the event of 
afavyorable season, there would hardly be time 
to complete the widening so that. new locks 
could be used,and eo that boats 64 feet wide 
could be passed, bes used every means in his 
power to push the work forward. Mox of the 
comtractors haye been jprompt acd successful; 

but one or twoof! them are unfortunately behind 
with their work, and there is little hope of their 
getting through this season. It is possible toa: 
tbe work all along the lise will be so far com- 
pleted by Weonesday evening that boats 64 feet 
wide or less may pass through. There 
is no doubt, we believe, but the work on 
the pew branch will be so far completed that the 


Dew locks may be used as soon as there is suffl- 


client water in the capal. This is a great im- 
provemont of itself. If Gea. Wei'zel had accom. 
plished nething more than the opening of tne 
new branch of the canal, by which the new 
locks are accessible, his work would be of in- 
estimable value. It is only necessary for one to 
see the new locks, and then the old, to under- 
stand the great value of this improvement. Steam- 
boatmen will understand it best, and by them more 
particularily will the work aiready done be appre- 
ciated. When Gen. Welizel has completed the work 
the camal aod bullding the walls 
necessary to prevent tbe banks from sliding aad 
filling up the bole which has been made—when 
boais 8&0 feet wide and 335 feet long may pass 
through, the benefits to the commercial worid 
wil! De so miauifest that there wili be a 

rejoicing from Pittsburg to New Orleans. 

Gen. Weitzel feeis the necessity of another ap- 
propriation of at jeast $200,000 to carryout the 
further contemplated Improvements this sum- 
mer,and active measures are being taken to 
bripg the imporiance of this matter befure the 
mext session of Congress. From the very 
thorough report of the committee appointed by 
the Clocinnati Chamber of Commerce to Itnvesti- 
gate the condition cf this work, we gather an 
jdea of the work to be accompli-hed next year. It 
Saye:

A CALAMITY IN NEW ALBANY. 


Mestruction of Manun’s Fiouring Mili 
and Loughmiller’s Wholesale Hard- 
ware Store by Fire. 


LOSS $50,000. 


A disastrous fire occurred in New Albany yes- 
‘erday, which resulted in the total destruciion of 
ihree three-stery brick bulidings, ou the east 
side of State street, between Market and Spring 
streets. Iwo of the buildings were occupied by 
Peter Mann’s flouring mill, and the third by 
Jobn Loughmiiler, wholesale hardware mer- 
chant. 

The alarm of fire was not sounded uotil half- 
past four o’clock, but Messrs. Peter Biunk, Wa!- 
ter Smlih, Clay Thurman, and Peter Stein, a ba- 
ker living adjacent to the bulloings destroyed, 
observed a small volume of smoke issuing out of 
the third-story of Mann’s builoing, and supposed 
it was from a man smoking a cigar or pipein the 
upper story. Some time was spent in discussing 
whether or not the building was on fire; conse- 
quently. before the alarm was sounded the flames 
had obtained such headway that all efforts of 
the fre department to save the bullding from 
total destruction were of po avail. All that 
could be done was tosa eadjac nt building:, 
The store of 8. C. Day ns, wholesale drs- 
goods merchants, Immediately adjoining Mann’s 
milis on the south side, was io great danger, but. 
the wall which separated the buildings belog 
fire-proof, the stock was saved from destruction, 
but suffered considerable damage from water. 
The stock cn the first foor wasremoved. Inthe 
second and third s ortes the damage will be in- 
sicnificant. ~ 
A frame building adjoining Jos. Loughmiller’s 
on the north caught fire from sparks, but the 
fames wele promptly extinguished by hand. 
The north walland rear wall of Loughmitler’s 
building gave way about 6 o’clock, falling on 
Peter Stein’s bakery in Jobn Lawson’s frame 
building, damaging the building to the amount 
of $15, and the bakery to the amount of $200, 
vith no insurarce on the latter. The rear wall 
fell cnthe rear end of Thomas J. Fullenlove’s 
‘table, smashing it so badly that new work en- 
Ure wili have to be put upin its place. The tre 
department, betag unable to save the building? 
of Mann and Loughmiller, devoted its ai@to pre- 
vent its further spread. The two buildings oc- 
eupied by Mann,ana the one by Loughmill-r. 
were totally destroyed, and it is doubtful whether 
the walls will be fit for use again. 

During the progress of the fire a number ofac- 
cidents occurred, pone of which, tortunately, 
proved fatal. Peter Burkhardt was covered up 
by a falling wall. He was taken out witb many 
bruises, Dut po broken benmes. Mike Cole, of the 
4( flerson steam fire engine, fell from a ladder, 
and was also badly bruised, but likewise escaped 
with unbroken bones. Joseph Duffey, John Vet- 
ter and Nick Fell were on the lacder when It fell, 
but sustained no injuries. Charies Bruder, fore- 
man of the same engine, had his han? badly cut. 
John Richards,a dutcher in West Union, was 
also badly bruised by the falling of a wall, and 
Henry Ame:, a driver of the Washington hose- 
carmage, bad bis hand cut. 

famuel Mold was arrested for attempting to 
steal a barrel of the flour which bad been saved 
from the mill. Cnris. Hawes (colores) was ar- 
rested for the same offense. 

Maty exsggerated reports were afloat durtng 
the progress of the fire, in regard to accident:<, 
among which was that Mre. Lawson was Killed 
and one ofthe firemen was buried alive io the 
ruins of the building, both of which repor's 
xere without foundation, 

As to the origin of the fre, nobody can speak 
with certainty There are several different opia- 
ions afioat } gard to it. Some persons con- 
fend that the Ore originated in the coOul which 
yas fp the cellar underneath Manp’s mill, and 


ive as the ir reason for sO thinking that thes

mill bad been at rest for near twenty-four bours. 

Peter Mann had ip the ait], at the time of ‘the 
fre, 12,000 bushels of wheat, which; together 
with the mechimery end building, was vaiued at 
$25,000. Mr. Mann has insurance with Messrs. 
Scott & Condi. on the machinery and stock, to 
the amount ef $9,000, in the North British Insur- 
ance Company, and 3,000 with!Dr. M. C. Brown- 
ing, in the ManBattan, of New Yor’, on stock and 
machimery. Beside this, be has $2,000 or $3,000 
in another company, which he could.not rem?m- 
ber last evening. Mr. Mann will suffer a loss of 
at least $10,000. The insurance on his building 
expired about ten daysago. He has just recev- 
ered from a severe financial embarrassment, and 
bis misfortune tn this fre will c‘rtainly be siu- 
cerely regretted by all his friends. 

Joseph Loughmilier’s building and stock were 
valued at $20,000. He bad insurance with Messrs. 
Bentley & Dyer as follows: $2,000 on building in 
the North American Fire ot New York, $8,000 on 
stock im the Noith American of Philadelphia, 
$8,000 on stock in the Merchants’ of Chicago, and 
$3,000 on the building in the Liverpool, London, 
and Globe Insurance Company. Total insurance, 
$11,000; loss, $9,000. 

Jobn Lawson was insured for $300 in the Ger- 
man Insurance Ocmpany ot Indianapohe, 

8. C. Dav & Son had $30,000 Insurance in differ- 
ent companies, of which we were unable to get 
the names last evening. 


HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 


The Taylorsville Mail-coach Stopped 
and the Passengers Robbed 
in Broad Daylight. 


A BOLD OUTRAGE. 


On Saturday afternoon, about 24 o’clock, when 
the Loutsviile and Taviorsville mali-coach, driv- 
en by Mr. James Mudd, was between Elk Creek 
and Taylorsville, two men suddenly eme: ged 
from the woods beside the road, with cocked 
pistole, which they threatened to use upon the 
driver and passengers, in case the stage did not 
stop at their command, So sudden was the at- 
teck that Mr. Mudd could hardiy realize 
their object; but upon the earnest  s0- 
licttation of the great revolvers, the 
horses were checked. The coach contained Dr. 
Allen, who lives at the corner of Wenzel and 
Main streete, in this city: Mr. Hoagland, of Tay- 
lorsville, and Mr. John Martin, stage contractor. 
The robbers immediately disarmed Mr. Mud?, 
and, after riffing his pockets of about $200, they 
began a search of the passengers, and each of 
them was compelled to await his turn to be 
robbed. Dr. Allen lost a fine gold watch and $30 
in money. Mr. Martin ‘ost $50 in money and a 
fine gold watch and chaia, and Mr. Hoagland 
wes relieved of $30 in money. The mali was not 
dicturbed. After their object had been attained 
the daring daylight robbers got upon their 
horses and started through the woods, going ia 
a northern direction, with their booty, amouat- 
ing to about $800, in money and watches. The 
affuir is made a mysterious oae, from the fact 
that neitber of the robbers was recogniz:d by 


thorough knowledge of the coach and it: con- 
tents.

Ia pressing the work 
forwerd to ©6©(cempletion great enterprise 
bas been exhibited on the part of the proprietors, 
for it is ecarcely nine weeks since the work com- 
meneced, and it was sufficiently advanced for 
business on Wednesday last, 
slaughtering was done. This establishment is 
provided with every modero coovenience and 
labor-saving appliance, and in this regard is 
equal to the best comstruct d houses of the kind 
ia the West, Mr. Middleton, before commencing 
the bullding, baving visited all the principal 
packing points in the West, and carefully exam- 
ined all the improvements ihat have been intro- 

auced. weare confd: nt that nothing has been 
omitied i: oer will contribateto expedition or 
economy, and the proprietors, if necessary, will 
be able to slaugbter and take care of twelve hun- 
dred bogs per cay, Withihe sdving of fuily fitty 
percent. in tbe labor erdinarily required. 

As we bave remarked, the proprietors, in the 
constructioa of the building, have had an eye to 
the saving of labor, and thelr operations very 
satisfactorily demonstrate that In this important 
particular they bave been eminently successful. 
ihe arrangements for killing, scalding, aad 
scraping are perfect,and the work is expedi- 
tiousiy cone. As 8oon as this is accomplished 
the hog is gambreled and suspended by a hook 
connected with a railway overbead, and imme- 
diately passed to the man who takes out the en- 
trails, whichare threwn to those who separate 
ibe fat from them, and wbose tables are close at 
hand. The railway then takes the bog a few feet 
turtber, when itis cooled off by the application 
of water and the leaf fattaken out. Silll lurther 

n“~the hog ts placed againt a solid 
pO:t and split down, and prepared for 
the bapvgitg-room. At this point a very 
ingenious contsivance takes the hog upon an- 
other railway and carries It to any part of the 
bapgipg-room. This werk, which generally re- 
quires One or two men, can be done as well and 
mere expeditiously by a boy. The house Is pro- 
vided witb an imp: oved truck, which takes three 
hces at a time to the seales for weighing, and to 
the cutting Loards. Here, a3 in the gambreiing 
arrangement, the services of one or two men is 
cispensed with and the work ts better performed, 

Toe arrangement for ren-ering the lard are su- 
rerior and perfect. This bouse ls provided with 
five imm: nse wooden tunks ard is to have still 
more, The drawing arrangements are such that 
every ounce of grease will be saved, no small 
item In an establishment where from 600 to 1,000 
head of hogs are daily slaughtered. And here 
the work of producing the various descriptions 
of the bog product is completed. The hug was 
started fiom the ground apd ariven up isclined 
planes to the fourth story, and when his bogship 
egain reaches the ground floor he has been kill- 
ed, ecaldea, scraped, cut, barreled, bulked ané@ 
retdered—the work is done and the product is 
,eady for the markets of the world, and no where 
is this work more expeditiously and perfectly ac- 
compliegbed then tn Messrs. Middieton & Co’s. 
pork-house, Tbere are two bulking rooms each 
126 by 80 feet, affording ample capacity for con- 
duc’ing an extensive business. 

Tle smoke-house ts bullt of brick, 25 by 32 
feet, and twelve tlers high. The house is sup- 
plieo with water and gas \broughout, items of no 
-inall importance. 

ibis pork-house is supplied with a beautifal 
engine of ten-horse power. The boller is 28 feet 
ong. 44 inches In diameter, with five fues, af- 
fording ample power for ail the operatives of the 
house. 

Mr. Jno. W. Story, the archi'ect and builder, Is 
deserving of praise forthe many conveniences 
(many of which are new), that he has iatro- 
duced into the building, which gives the pro- 
prietors special advantages in carrying forward 
iheir operations.

Death of Commedore Carter. 

Commodore John C. Carter, a dis‘inguisbed 
cficer of the United States ravy and brother of 
Captain Frank Carter, Superintendent of the 
Cincinnat! mail line, dled in Brooklyn on 
Weonesdsy of last week, of disease of the heart, 
his decease being accelerated by the fatigue of a 
journey, under orders, across the continent from 
San Francleco, where be had been stationed for 
the past four years. Commodore Carter was 
born in Virginia, during the early part of the 
century, and was appointed to the naval 
service from Kentucky In 1825. He served 
on the sloop Lexington tn 1827, the frig- 
ate Delawere, of the Mediterranean squide 
rép, in 1829-'30, and in 1881 was promoted to 
passed midshipman. For the next twenty-two 
sears be served on the frigate Macedonian, in 
the West Indies; the receiving silp New York, 
the -teamer Mississippi, of the bome squadron; 
the frigate Raritan and the Massachusetts, both 
of the Pacific squadron, besides performing land 
duty In New York and elsewhere. Offthe 7ib of 
February, 1857, be was commissioned a lieuten- 
ant, and on Sepiember 14, 1855, was promoted 
to the rank of commander. Durirg the war he 
espoused the F. deral cause, ard for the greater 
paitcf the time commanded the steamer Micni- 
gan on the lekes, being then a commodore, with 
commission bearing date of July 16,1862. After 
the.war be was placed In command of the receiv- 
ing ship Vermont, and was subsequently a:- 
signed tocéuty as a light-house inspector. Dur-

Mysteries and Misertes of the Jeflerson 
County Crimimal Court. 


A CHRONICLE OF CRIME. 


We printed recently a list of the names of 
persons now im prisow,or on batl, who are to 
answer before the Jefferson Criminal Court for 
murder. To-day we give, as a fitting accompa- 
piment, some reminiscences touching the char- 
acter of cases in the past, extending back a@ pe~ 
riod of nearly forty years. They have been writ- 
ten without referring to the judicial record, but 
are, in the main, correct, and the inaccuracies, 
if such there are, are very trifiing. This is by no 
means a full list, but mosily these to which are 
attached some point of interest. Itis a fearful 
record; . 

LOVETT, JONES, ETO. 

On the night of May 23, 1884, that part of the 
city near Walnut and Twelfth streets was the 
scene of a tragic affair, which resulted In the 
death ef the victim, Jobn Tandy by nam, & 2a- 
tive of Virginia. The next morning Matthew 
Fleming, pow living and for many years & po- 
lice officer, who resided in that quarter, went 
out to drive his cows home. He discovered the 
man lying on she commons, and ia the last throes 
of death, He summoned Fred. Turner, then City 
Marvhal, apd they conveyed Tandy 
the old workhouse, 
for twenty-four hoars 
being unable during the time to speak. The 
murderers were unknown, and for several days 
eluaed the officers. The mystery surrounding 
the transaction, the terrible manner of the 
erime, together with the horror it excited among 
ali classes, iuspired the officers to extraordipary 
efforts 10 apprehend the perpetrators of the 
deed. Judge John Joyes was the Mayor, apd aiso 
acted as City Judge. Each merning when the 
Marshal came into court the Judge sald: ‘Mar- 
shal, have the murderers been arrested?”” “Not 
yet, but we are on their track,” was the reply. 
“]T adjourn court then. We will have no court 
until they are caught.’’ This was done each day 
for nearly a week, when cone Saturday morning 
the Marshal announced to the court that he bad 
ferreted out and arrested the murderers. These 
were George Lovett, John Clark, Michael Jones, 
and Fiank, alias Dsniel Caldwell. Jobn Clark 
was indicted asthe princjipal, and the others as 
accersories. The evidence showed that Levett 
made the acquaintance of Tandy at one of the 
hotels, and knowing be possessed a large 
amount of money, with bis assoctates, took the 
uofortunate man, while druok, into a house of 
fll-feme on Walout street, near Eleventh, 
There they: plied him with liquor,and subse- 
quently decoyed him into the commons, and as- 
saulting him with aciubd after robbing bim, left 
the man dead, as they thought. Only a few dol- 
lars Was the proceeds, as Tandy had deposited 
the bulkof his money at the hotel. The evi- 
dence, circumstantial and direct, convicted 
Lovett and Jones, whom the women of the house 
identified as the companionsof Tandy, buat Clark 
aca Caldwell were discharged. The jury found 
Lovett and Jones ‘*guilty,’’ and they were hung 
in August, 1834. The Jury was as follows: Wm. 
Wilkins, Matthew Leach, Myron H. Miller, Chris. 
G. Jewell, Bartlett Hardy, James McDonald, 
Stephen Fagan, Sol. Wootere, Richard P. Ligat- 
burn, Stokely H. Coulter, Semuel L. Nock, Geo. 
Hoy. All these but Wilkins, McDonald and Ligh'- 
burn are dead, John M,. Hewett presided as 
judge, and Joe, Holt was the prosecutor, and a 
savege one too, 

Jones was a native of Mason county, aged only 
nineteen year’, but a desperate charac:er. The 
case derived mucb interest from toe remarkab:e 
career of Lovett as a criminal, and also from re- 
ports that he had madea confession ih prison, 
implicating several prominent citizens of Louis- 
ville as his colleagues in various robberies and 
murders. But this seems to have been only the 
devilish invention of a wicked wretch who, in 
his impotent rage, Wanted to drag down others 
to his own base level. His story was not 
believed, however. The confession was intrusted 
by the cfiminal to the jailer’s daughter, who de- 
cliged to make it public,apd whatever it contained 
is unknown, excepting to the lady who became its 
custodian. These men were hung at the corner of 
Eighteenth and Broedway, and the stump of the 
tree on which they were hung is still there. Oa 
the night before the execution the prisoners sent 
for Judge Joyes, whose energetic action had 
brought them to justice. They ayowed their in- 
nocence. Levett told bim he was the cau,e of 
their trouble. and that his spirit would “eome 
back to haunt bim (Joyes) at twelve o'clock the 
next night.’’ The Judge, who was n’t ther, and 
is not DOW, afraid of ghosts, man or the devil, 
replied: “You can’t come; at that time sou will 
be roasting.”” Lovett, finding be could not work 
on the fears of the Judge, covered his head with 
his blanket and said no more. Un the scaffold 
Lovett again protested innocence, and said to 
Jones: “Clear me of this crime.’ Jones re- 
marked; “You did not do the murder.’’ Loyett 
had previously said to the jury, “I am guilty of 
enough to hang me, but lam innocent of this,”’ 
They were executed at the hour. Lovett was 
a genieel and educated person snd bore evidence 
of fjormer respectability. It is not probable that 
he ever revealed bietruenam*’. Dr. Donne, who

MAIMING. ARSON, MURDER.

A MURDERER AND SUICIDE. 

The jate robbery of the Mechanics’ Bank, as re- 
lated in these columas, has familiarized the pub- 
lie With the siory of Capt. Dix’s murder of the 
cashier, Parker, and attempt to kill G@. &. Jalian, 
together with the suicide of the murderer. We 
will Lot recapitula:e those facts, but refer to one 
or two incidents in the bistory of Dix demon- 
8 ratieg that he was at hearta bad man. Anold 
friend tells us, tbat the summer before theabove 
affair occurred the boat on which he and Dix 
were employed iaid up at Paducah. They wen: 
into [ilipois buniing, and found a cabin with only 
a@ young girl at home, the balance of the family 
naving gone toa “hous: -ralsing.”’ The girl gave 
the tired hunters so generous a welcome ito the 
homely fare of the house that our friend felt 
most grateful. Judge then of his indignation 
when Dix afierwards p'oposed that they should 
take advantage of the lonely condition of the girl 
and perpetrate on her an infamous outrage! Our 
informant says that be deterred the wretch from 
the commission of the deed by threatening to 
ehoot him. A short time before Dix attempted 
to rob the bank, he dogged the steps of Eiljah 
Chaddick, the old pilot, for the purpose of rob- 
bery and perhaps murder. Chaddick afterwards 
sald he observed his movement<, but bad bo sus- 
picton until after the bank afffir, when the pur- 
pose of Dix flashed upon bls mind. 


THE GALT HOUSE AFFAIR. 


This is a cause celebre In Kentucky, from the 
Origin of the tragedy, the attendant circum- 
Siances, and the ma terly prosecution ai. 
brilliant and successful defense. On December 
15th, 1838 or '30, Judge Wilkinson, with his 
brother, Dr. Wilkinson, and Mr. Jno. Murdaugh, 
a friend, arrived In this city from Mississippi, 
abd sjopped at the Galt House. The Judge was 
shortly to lead to the altar a Kentucky lady. 
The Doctor employed Jno. W. Redding, a tallor, 
whose shop was on the southwest corner of 
Main and Third streets, to make a suit of clothes. 
The coat did not fit, and the three repaired to 
the tallor’s shop. High words passed, and 
Judge Wilkinson struck Redding with a poker, 
and a scuffle ensued, but the contestants were 
separated without serlous damage. An hour or 
80 later Redding, accompanied by John Roth- 
well, his brother-in-law, went to the Gals 
House, as Redding says, to get the names of the 
Mississippians to have them arrested for an as- 
sault. By accident.or by design, as charged by the 
Wilkinsons, a number of Redding’s friends had 
collected in the hotel for the purpose of insult- 
ing and punishing the Scuthrons. These men 
assembled tn the bar-room. Judge Wilkinson 
firet came in, alone; Reddjng accosted him and 
eehounced him as a cowaid, scoundrel, &c. 
Wilkinson replied, be would “take no notice of 
a man of bis profession; but if he (Redding) tn- 
terferea with bim he would kill him.”’ The 
Jucge left and returned to his friends, who 
were in their room, :oms,one remarking 
‘that the scoundrelly coward had fled.’’ The pro- 
prietor of the Galt House, Mr, Everett, perceiving 
that trouble was likely to follow, endeavored 
to persuade the Mississipplans to take supper 
in the ladies’ ordinary, which could be reached 
bythe private staircase, and not go through the 
room where the crowd were to the public 
dining-room. Murdaugh instantly rejected the 
provrietor, and be was sustained by his friends. 
Said Murdavugb: “We went that way to dinner; 
we ¥ ill go that way to supper.”’ Shortly after- 
ward they descended the stairs and entered the 
bar-rocm. Mr. Redding came In about the sam> 
time, and it was elleged he exclaimed, “the 
three are bere now.” He then sald to Mur- 
daugh: “You are the gentleman who drew a 
bowle knifeon me at my shop to-day.’’ Mur- 
daugh replied. “whoever says I drew a bowtle 
knife on you is a d—d liar:” anid drawing a 
Spanish dirk kpife, said, “stand off, orl’ll cut 
the cuts out of the man that Jays hands on me.,”’ 
Alex. H. Meeks, one of the crowd, seized Mur- 
daugh’ sknife-band, exciaiming, “you are the 
d—a little raseal,"’ and struck him over the head 
with the butt end ofa cowhide. Several perevons 
rusbed up, and it was sald that Rotnwell 
strick Murdaugh with his cane. Mur- 
Gauuh changed the knife to his left hand 
unti! he extracted the other from Meek’s

ing for blood.". This feeling soon subsided, and 
in @ few days the accused were admitted to bail. 
The Legisiatum or Kentucky 1n January granted 
a change Of véline to the Mercer court, where 
tbe Cause Was tried in the March following. 

E. J. Bullock, Bsq., prosecuted, assisted by the 
renowned Be® Hardin, to whom was paid a 
$1,000 fee. Judge Rowan, Judge Robertson and 
the celebrated §, 8. Prentiss, of Mississippi, were 
the chief lawyéts for the prisoners. The court- 
house was thronged during the trial by excited 
spectators, thé gallery being set apart exclu- 
sively for the , and more than two bundred 
of that sex were present each day. Their sym- 
pathies Were éyidently with the accused. The 
speeches Of Hatdin, Prentiss. and especially of 
Rowan, were regarded as masterly, and abound- 
ed in wit, sarcasm and pathos. Hardin used all 
his great powers of invective and sarcasm against 
these Mississippians, who, he said, “had come 
to lord it In Keatucky, with their thousands of 
cotton bales compressed inte their pockets.” 
But the eloquente of Prentiss and the splendid 
argument and impassioned and irresistible ap- 
peals of Rowan to a “Kentucky” jury, ati of 
whom be knew personally, overcome all scruples 
and the defense gained their cause. The pris- 
oners were trlumphantiy acquitted, Nearly all 
the actors in that tragic affair are dead—ihe Wil- 
kinsons, NMurdangh, Pren Hardin and Rowan; 
but the case liself is bistorte. Murdaugh died 
by bis own hana sonte years later; and the gifted 
Prentiss, Who was the foremost orator of the 
land, felia vic'tm to excesses, the resu't of his 
own Warm and exhuberant nature. 

ANOTHER AFFAIR. 

There was another tragedy in the old Galt 
House. In 1844 Ben Laurence was killed by Ben 
Johnson, a returned Californian. .There was 
hittie provocation for the commission of the 
deed, for the affair grew out of rash words, 
spoken while both parties were under the influ- 
ence of liquor. Johnyen r mained in prison for 
pearly two years. His release wes finally secured 
by efforts of bis relatives, who made it a condi- 
tion that he should join Gen. Walker in Niga- 
ragua. On bis arrival there he enlisted in a com- 
pany from Mississippi, who were sent into 
the North or Chontale.’ district. The conduct of 
the command was ¢«®outrageous that the natives 
rose against them and slew them for their law- 
less decos. Notore escaped. Johnson was ja 
desperate man whentn i.quor, and bad “silied 
hig man” tn California. 

THE MURDERER OF HELEN JEWRTT. 

In this hotel, also, died the murderer of Helen 
Jeweltt—Richard P. Robinson. That murder 
curred in New York about 1835, and sithough 
binsop was acquiiied it was well understood 
ni he perpetrated the crime. He subsequently 
1ade Tc xas his home and liveda revutabdie life, 
out the year 1858 he came here, was taken Ill, 
d died at the Galt House. His attendants de- 
red that bis last words were “Helen Jewett.”’ 
id no doubt this is true, for the memories of 
P Victim of passions and Wiath pursue the mur- 
rer to the end of life. 

GENERAL NELSON. 

From this botoi, too, Mej. Gen. **Bull” Nelson, 
be was called, departed hence, by the hands 
Brig. Gen. Jeff. C. Davis, of the Federa) a 
gro-siy insuited Davis, who had eitherF to 
‘pe it out by blood or bear the shameful braad 
a coward for the remaindepoef his life. He 
chose the former, and shot Nelson on sight. 
Nelson possessed genius of-a high order, but with 
all bis delicaey of sentiment he was a ruffian in 
deporitment, and died precisely as many of his 
friends thought he would die. He had served in 
the pavy, and was atthe time of bis death a 
Major Geveral in the Federal army. 


STREETS OF BLOOD. 

There are certain squares or streets in the cl'y 
which are noted for the number of murders com- 
mitted thereon. For insiavce, the corner of Mar- 
ket and Third streets and that vicinity. In 1843 
Talbott Oldham, a gon of Juvge Oldham, killed 
Wm. Benham, brother-in-lu4 of Geo. D. Pren- 
tice, ™m an atfray i the White Mansion. Liquor 
was the cause. Oldham escaped, and died in 
Cuba. Two years later, just across Third street, 
W. Pope Mercer shot D. Mcintyre, a young mer- 
chant, who fell dead. Mercer afterwards led a 
dissipated life, squandered bis patrimony, but 
died a natural death,

His wife, avery exem- 
plary woman, ts still here, or was some months 
vec. It Was always thought thatthe change of 
venue to Oldham was made to facilitate his es- 
cape, which was accomplished by the use of 
moncs.

adesperaco who bad previously figured in one 
ormore bloody affrays, kilied Jonn Bosley, a 
bricklaycr, on this same corner. He killed Mike 
Harman in a cofee-house. corner of Main and 
Twelfih streets, and it Was said that he was con- 
nected with the murder of Tom Allen, on T weltth 
sirect, just before the fearful riots of 1865. But 
ft was bever clearly ascertained who did kul Al- 
len; and possibly it should not be laid to 
Jim White’s account. He was tried for the mur- 
ders named, but acquitted. He is now in prison 
In New Orleans, charged with another murder. 

Young Judge was killed on Third street, be- 
tween Main and Market, by a bar-keeper, tn a 
dificeulty about a game of billiards. Charlies 
Sweeny was also slaim on this street, and Char- 
ley Junot, a private watchman, killed his man on 
the seme *quare; and aman calied Few was 
killea on Third street near the Eldorado coffve- 
house. 

FOURTH-STREET MURDERS. 

The murder record of Fourth. street is even 
more bloody. On Christmas eve night, 1859, 
Thad. Potter, a young man, was shot dead inthe 
bar-room of the United States Hotel, by a son of 
Dr. Williams, who fled and never returned. He 


years ago and broke bis neck. Robert Smith 
killed the bar-keeper tn the same place, was 
tried, convicted, and would have becn hung but 
forthe Governor’s clemency. The night that 
Potter was killed Charley Bull, who had iately 
returned from Walker’s Nicaragua expedition, 
vas shot by Duckwall in the Hudson Hall, under 
Masonic Temple, and Metcalfe was shot in the 
knee in this saloon, by , and died in two 
weeks. James Prentice, whojhen kept the Pear! 
saloon, was killed, on the cornem of Fourth and 
Jcffersor, by Banton, ina dispute about a dog. 
On the opposite corner John W. Tompkins was 
slain. in 1861, by Henry Green, a policeman. 
Tompkins was engaged In the Know-Nothing 
rieis of 18f5, and was accused of the murderof a 
German at Ambruste:’s brewery. Several so!- 
diers were shot during the war, tn the vicinity 
ot the theater, by unkown persons. 


A SCENE NOT IN THE BILLS 

In 1883 ove of Sherman’s soldiers Killed him- 
self by the box-office of the theater because he 
was refused a glass of iquor. He came oultofthe 
theater and entered the saloon next door and 
asked fer a drink. The proprietor, In obedience 
to military orders, declined to give it. Just at 
thetime a negro by his side was served. The 
solder, already affected by hquer, became infuri- 
ated with rage, and as he went back said to the 
watebman of the theater; “Ill be damned If I'll 
live in a country where a negro can have privi- 
leges denied te a white map.” Suiting the ac- 
tion to the word, he p'unged hiskalfe into his 
heart and wasadead man. He delonged to an 
lilinols regiment. 

FIFTH-STREET HORRORS. 

Ore of the earliest murders on Fifth street was 
that of Wm. C. Thomas, a brokér, who was 
struck by a slung-shot in his office, situated on 
the spot now occupied by the Louisville Savings 
Institution. Tbis was about 1837. He survived 
bis injuries two weeks, The murderers were 
Thompson and Jones, who boarded at the Van 
| uskirk House, Fifth street between Market and 
Jeflerson. Jones was caught at the time; and 
Marshal. Fred Turner and an older brother of 
Robert Seay arrested Thompsoo, who was bid In 
tre wheel-house of a boat at the port.

GODFREY POPE.

Twenty years or more ago Herc Walker, 
then a very young man, became  in- 
yolved in an affray at Sal Williams’ 
house, in the seuthwest part of the city 
and slew one McGowan In defense of the woman 
as was alleged. Next he was called on as one of 
a posseto arrest some violators of law, and 
while serving in this capacity shot and killed 
Jack Pender, a river man. This occurred in 1351, 
op Jeflerson street, near Presion. Thp same 
rear Herc and a brother had a centroversy near 
Oakland or at the Oakland House. Eiward Shipp 
was killed by one of Here’s psrty and Here 
himself was seriously wounded. He sub-equent- 
ly madea narrow escape. H»> was in a skiff one 
day inthe lower Mississippi andthe steamer 
Eclipse was passing by. Walker wanted the cap- 
tain totow his boat, and the captain refused. Herc 
drew his pistol and ehot at the captain, but 
missed. The boat was stopped, and the crew 
caught Here and would bave hung himif the 
captain had not- interposed and ordered his re- 
lease. He shot and wounded a man at Lyon 
Garden, The last affair but one which was 
charged on Here Walker was the murder of the 
Hii family, in this county. There was a feud 
between members of the two families, and cir- 
cumstances polated so strongly toward Walker 
that he and bis companions were indicted 
for thé murder of three of the Hills. They 
were long inmates of the prison, but on the final 
trial established analibi, From that time Walker 
was a changed man, and married and led a cor- 

reet life. About ihe close of the war, when be 
was plowing on a farm tn the country, a band of 
cut-thioats rode ue and murdered |\tm, shooting 
out his brains. He died as he lived, game to the 
last. If Herc Walker was a man of blood and of 
upgovernatle temper, be #lso possessed good 
tralis. He wes fidelity itseif to bis friends, and 
never forgot a favor. 

MOB LAW, 

The banging of the negroes in the Court- 
House jard in 1857 was another ebulition of 
popular feeling, with palliating circumstances, 
perhaps, but got excusable. Four negroes were 
charged with the murder of the Joyce family in 
Buliitt county, or in this county near the lina. 
They were inoicted and tried, and acquitted on 
ove chargé, there being several, They were 
taxen back to jail after the trial. It was plain 
that they would be acquitted in the others, and 
a mob, instigated by persons wro lived in tbe yi- 
cinity of the murder, collected around the prison 
and demanded the prisoners. Mr. Thomas, the 
jailer, refused to open the doors, aod the mob 
brought up a capnon and threatened to fire on 
the building. Im this exigency the jailer was 
forced to reliuquish the keys, and the mob 
rushedin. Three of the prisoners were hung to 
the trees in the court-bouse yard, but the other, 
a boy named George, anticipated their action by 
cutting his own throat with a razor. He had 
severed the jugular vein, and was dead when 
they went for bim, It was never discovered 
where he olRained the razor. Several persons 
were arrested for alleged participa‘ion wiih the 
mob, bet the cases were fnally dismissed, thus 
iilustrating the (ct that law fs impotent when 
opposed by popular prejudice and popular 
jodgment. 

P A MYSTERIOUS MURDER 
was that of Rev. Thcs. J. Fisher, who was 
found one morning on Walnut street pear Elev- 
entb, 4 few years since, tn a dyiog condition. He 
was conveyed to the house of a relative, and ree 
maiped unconscious up to his death. The assassin 
was bever discovered. Mr. Fisher was amoung 
the most eloguentof divines in America, 
MISCELLANEOUS CASES. 

We have here recorded many cases of murder 
with iocidenis of more or less interest, but these 
are few, comparatively, of the list. Our space 
will allow a brief reference cniy to others. J. 
W. Kalfogss murdered inthe county, io thea pres- 
ence of his wife, and while protecting her from 
ineult, by Federal soldiers. The house was pil- 
laged. Hon. Gibson Mallory, shot by a Federal 
eoldier. Young Farris killed at Jenny Gordon’s, 
@ Hancock street, by Welker Powell, Megowan 
killed by Umitb, corner of Sixth and Market: 
Srith sentenced to penitentiary. Herry Hail 
Filled @ Woman on Shelby street, and was slain 
himrelf a week afierwards. Sshaefer killed at 
“Our Bouse,” on Main street, Sam. Harman, 
who married the widow, killed by Shaefer’s son. 
Ed. Wiilams, policeman, killed Mann Beckwith 
white taking him to prison. Caspar Fenn slain 
by Jobp Sweeney. Policeman Coulter shot by 
Wm. Giimcre. The later was torn to pleces by a 
canon ball from the Federal batte, ics while sery- 
ing onthe Confederate steamer, Arkansas, at 
Vick: burg. There are many other cases, especi- 
ally those that occurred duripgthbe war. The 
number of inquests held by the coroner, on this 
ciats Of deaibs at that period was greater at 
jeast by FO per cent. than before or since. The 
cemoialization of war mace buman life cheap 
then, aye,cheaper.than gold. Butatall times, in 
peace or var, it is a notable fact tbat by far the 
larger proportion of these murders result dl- 
recily from intoxicating liqgores. 


Rebbery on the Bridge. 

Yesterday afternoon Miss Gale,a stranger in 
this city, visited the great bridge for the purpose 
of walking across and returning. Duriog the 
time she was enjoying the promenade, her pock- 
et was picked, and her purse, containing $2”, 
stolen.

WHITTIER. 


Mr Pren- 
trce as Editor of the New Engiand 
Review. 

[Cincinnati Commercial Correspondent’s Inter- 

view.] 

Mr. Whittier said many things pleasant and 
interestirg for me to recall, but [ do not know 
that Ispould be pardonable in making 
friendly private talk public. One or two things 
I may be allowed to repeat, in my own /an- 
guage, however. I spoke to him of a para- 
graph I bad seen in the newspapers sometime 
ago, stating that he intended to write his 
recollections of my old friend,: Mr. George 
D. Prentice, for a proposed volume of 
poems. Mr. Whittier said be had himself 
seen such a paragraph, but that it was a 
mistake; be had never really kuown 
Mr. Prentice and had never seen him. 
He then related to me, with a good deal of 
ge: isl bumor, the history of his saccession.to 
Mr, Prentice lopg ago as editorof the New 
Erglend Review, at Hartford. As this may 
be sid to have been the begioping of Mr, 
Whittier’s public literary hfe, bis account was 
very interesting tome. He said that he was 

vending a yearat school in an academy at 

ae rerbill, and while there happened to see a 
copy of the New England Review, edited by 
Mr. Prentice, which had struck him with its 
brigbtuess and sprightliness as distinguished 
from the ordinary newspapers of the time, 
and, feeling interested in it, be had ventured 
to send its editor two or three of his ‘‘com- 
poesitions,”’ aa he called them, which, to 
his great astonishment, had been pub- 
lished with commendatory remarks, hey 
had induced him to send other contri- 
butions, and so he contigued to do until 
his year at the Haverbill Academy had comé 
to an end, when he returned to his father’s 
farm. Here one day, a short time afterward, 
while he was at wok. in the field, hoelng 
perbaps, a letter was brought him from the 
publishers of the Hartford paper, saying that 
they bad been requesied by Mr. Prentice to 
invite him to become editor of the paper dur- 
irg Mr. Prentice’s absence in Kentucky, 
whither he bad gone to write a campaign life 
of Hevry Clay. ‘I could not have been more 

utterly astonished,” said Mr. Whittier, ‘if I 

had been told that I was appointed Prime 

Minister to the Great Kahn of fartary.”’ Then
